PROHIBITION. 


To the Pearl Valley Baptist Association. 

The undersigned committee on Prohibition respect- 
fully submit the following report: 

We are approaching the close of the third year of 
State-wide Prohibition. The result has been an unques- 
tionable reduction of the sale and consumption of intoxiy 
cants. The advocates of the open saloon are exerting 
every influence to discredit the law, and as much as possi- 
ble to restore the legal sale of liquor. They clafin that 
there is more liquor consumed under State-wide prohibi- 
tion than when the sale of liquor was legal. Is not that 
too plain a case of misrepresentation for any person, with 
ordinary inte]ligence to believe? 

Would they not want it to remain as it is if it increases the 
sale. 

Admitting that there are some illegal sales, are not 
the other parts of the criminal law violated? Shall we re 
peal the pistol law, the law against profanity and Sabbath 
break ng, the law azainst stealing and the law forbidding 
» arder? It is evident that they are violated and the vio- 
lators are not punished every time. Then why abuse and 
advocate the repealof the Prohibition law? Would it not 
be wise to assist in the enforcement of the law and see 
that our officers do not break their official oathes, in deal- 
ing with crime, to incur the favors of the criminals? 

If law-abiding people were half as active in the 
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choosing of the officers and the selection of juries who 
could be trusted to perform their dnty in filling theoffice 
for which they have been chosen, as are she law-breakers 
in their efforts to get officials and juries who can be in- 
fluenced to allow open crime to go unpunished. There 
would be a great improvement in the condition of affairs. 


Christian men neglect their Christian dutv when they . 


fail to assist in the selection of Christian men to fill every 
office and assist in enforcing the criminal law. Christians 
cast a reflection on the cause of Chris: by retaining mem- 
bers inthe church who drink asa beverage or advocate 
the use of liquor as such. 

Prohibition does prohibit. It outlaws the greatest 
curse known to man. It enhances the value of property. 
How many who have their children’s welfare under con- 
sideration. would be willing, at this dav‘of intelligence, 
to move intoa country with open saloons? The churches 
and schoois are taking the place of immortalitv and igno- 
rance. A great part of the enormous sum of money 
which was yearly spent in the Southern States, for intoxi- 
cants is now pouring into the treasury of the Lord. Ss 

Let the battle crv of every Christian be “Enforcement 
of the Prohibition law and the upbuilding of Christ's 
Kingdom.”’ ;

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ABSTRACTS OF FAITH. PREMABLE. 


We, the Churches of Jesus Christ, who have been 
regularly baptized upon a profession of our faith, and con- 
vinced of the utility of a combination of churches, and of 
maintaitiing a correspondence for the preserving of unity 
among churches of the same faith, form ourselves into an 
Association upon the following principles, to-wi!: 

1. We believe in one true God, the Father, the Son 
and the Holy Ghost, the same in essence, equal in power 
and glory 

2. We beliéve the scriptures of the Old and New 
Testaments were given by the inspiration of God, and are 
the only true rules of faith and practice. 

3. We believe in the fall of Adam from his original 
rectitude, and in him all his posterity, in consequence of 
which we inherit a fallen, a'depraved nature, consequently 
the Scriptual doctrine of the total depravity of human na- ° 
ture, and of man’s inability to restore himself into the fa- 
vor of God. 

4. We believe that God has loved his people with an 
everlasting love, that he chose them in Christ before the 
foundation of the world; that! he calleth them with a holy 
and effectual calling. And being justified alone through 
the righteousness of Christ imputed to them, are kept by 
the power of God through faith unto salvation. 

5. We believe there isone Meditator between God 
and man—the man Christ Jesus—who by the satisfaction 
He made to law and justice in becoming an offering for 
sin, hath by his most precious blood become. the end of 
law for righteousness to everyone that believeth. 

6. Webelieve that the Gospel is God's appointed 
means of calling sinners tothe knowledge of the truth, 
that He has commanded it to be preached to every creature 
and has required all men to repent and obey. 
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7. We believe the Gospel is made effectual by the 
operation of the Holy Spirit, and the sinner, in order to be 
saved, must be born again. 

8. We believe that good works are the fruit of faith 
and follow after justification and are evidences of a gracious 
state; and all believers are bound to obey every command 
of God from a principle of love 

9 We believe in the resurrection of the dead, a gen- 
eral judgement, that the happiness of the righteous and 
the punishment of the wicked will be eternal. 

GOSPEL ORDER. 

1 We believe that a visible church of Christ is a con- 
gregation of faithful workers who have been baptized upon 
a profession of their faith and who have given themselves 
to the Lord and one another in brotherly covenant, to keep 
up a godly discipline, agreeaole to the teachings of the 
New Testament. 

2. We believe that Jesus Christ is the only Head and 
lawgiver of His church; that the government ‘is with the 
body, the church, and is equally. the right and privilege 
of each member thereof. 

3. We believe that the baptism and the Lord’s sup- 
per are properly administered only by ministers called of 
God, and set apart to dothe work by the imposition of 
hands by a presbytery of regular Baptist ministers 

5. We believe that immersion only is baptism, and 
that believers in Christ are the only proper subjects. 

6. We believe that none but regular baptized chusch 
members have a right to partake of the Lord’s Supper. 

7. We believe that it is the duty and privilege of all 
believers to make public profession of faith, to submit to 
the ordinances of the Gospel, ana give themselves as mew- 
bers to the visible church 
8. We believe it is the duty of every church to ex-

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pel from her communion every member shat is immoral in 

conduct or that holds doctrine contrary to the Scriptures. j s(

OBJECTS AND POWERS OF THIS ASSOCIATION. 





1. This Association acknowledges and maintains P 
that each church is an independent body, and possesses ‘the 
sole right to exercise and control its own - affairs, and u 
therefore this Association has no righ or power to inter- 
fere with the internal rights and privileges of churches " 
composing her body; but may withdraw from «ny church . 
which may hold false doctrines or tolerate immoral prac- 
tices. 
2.. The objec’ of this Association shall be to promote 
fellowship and harmony among churches, to inquire into ; 
any ‘ifficulties between the churches and remove them if b 
possible, to give the churches the best advice it can in b 
dificult matters when solicited; and in general advance the 
, interest of the Redeemer’s Kingdom in any way they may a 
: deem practicable. s 
I 3. With regard to the benevolent institutions of our 
{ country, we declare it to be the inalienable right of every . 
= Associatian, of every church or individual member of a t 
church, to support them according to their own views of x 
duty and the dictates of their own consciences. And this J 
f right shall never be called in question in this Association; . 
and an\ motion whereby this right is called in question 
shall be instantly ruled out by the Moderator as being un- . 
constitutional. 
4. This Association may ‘maintain a friendly corre- ° 


spondence, when convenient, with other religious bodies of 
the same faith. 
5. Ministers of the Gospel in good standing, though 
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not delegates, may be invited to seats in the Association, 
but not have the privilege of voting. 

6. The Association may appoint any-person, or per- 
sons, by and with their consent, to contract any business 
they may,deem necessary. . 

7. ‘The Association may adjourn to any time and 
place they think proper. 

8. This Association shall keep the record of their 
proceedings and have them printed when necessary. 

9.. ‘The Association shall have a fund and appoint a 
treasurer to take charge of it. 

10. The Association may form their own by-laws and 
regulate their own proceedings in such a manner as they 
may think expedient. 


RULES OF DECORUM. 


- 1 ‘This Association shall consist of delegates chosen 
by the churches to which they respectively belong and shat 
be styled the Pearl Valley Association. 

2. Such delegates shall be members in good standing 
and no member under church censure shall be allowed a 
seat in the Association. 

3 They shall produce letters certifying iheir appoint- 
ment by their respective churches, stating the number bap- 
tized, received by letter, restored, dismissed, excommuni- 
cated and deceased during the preceeding Associational 
year, with the total number in fellowship, and such other 
statistical matter as the Association may direct. 

4. This Association shall have a Moderator, Clerk 
and Treasurer, who shall be annually chosen by majority 
of the members present by ballot or otherwise. Said offi- 
cers shall fill their respective places, if present, at the suc- 
ceeding Adsociation, until a new election takes place and 
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while in office, discharge the duties ordinarily . incident to 
to these offices. ; 

5. If new churches desire to be admitted into the As- 
Sociation they shall petition by letter and delegates. If or- 
thodox and orderly, shall be received and the Moderator 
shall recognize them by giving their delegates the right 
hand of fellowship in behalf of the body. 

6° Every church shall be allowed two delegates until 
her number shall exceed one hundred and fifty, then four 
and no more. 

7. This Association shall neither answer nor debate 
any question on Gape doctrine, except it be merely to 
‘explain the meaning ‘of the Articles of faith of the Associa- 
tion. 

8. Every motion made in order and seconded shall be 
reduced to writing if required by a member, and shall be 
considered by the Association, except it be withdrawn by 
the mover before discussion. 

9. Motions made and lost shall not be recorded on 
the minutes unless ordered at the time. 

10. Ifany proposition or miotion under debate con- 
tain two or more points it shall be divided at the request of 
any member, and the vote taden on each point separately. 

11. Only one member shall speak atthe same time 
who shall rise from his seat and addressthe Moderator. 
He shall confine himself to the subject properly in debate, 
cast no reflections on the Association or any member there- 
of, and shall not be interrupted while speaking. 

12. No person shall speak more than once on ‘en 
* same subject until all who may desire to speak thereon 
have enjoyed that privilege, and not then without leave of 
the Association. 

13. The Moderator shall have privilege of speaking 
on any question to the body. 
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14. The Moderator shall decide questions of order, 
but an appeal from such decision may ‘< taken to the 
whole body, which shall be decided without debate. 

15. A majority of the members present shall be nec- 
essary to carry any proposition. In case of a tie the Mod- 
erator shall give the casting vote. 

16. Committees shall be appointed by the Moderator 
subject to the approval of the Association. 

17. There shall be no talking or whispering while a 
brother is speaking. 

18. No brother shall finally depart from the Associa- 
tion without leave from the body. oe ie 

19. The names of delegates shall be enrolled by the 
Clerk and called over when necessary. : 

20. The minutes shall be read and carefully corrected 
if necessary, and signed by the Moderator, and Clerk, be- 
fore the Association rises. : 

21. A motion for final adjournment shall be construed 
to involve the previous reading and adjustments of the 
Minutes. ; 

22. The Association shall be opened by prayer. 

23. Therulesof order shall be distinctly read by 
order of the Moderator, as soon as the Association con- - 
venes on the second day. 

24. The foregoing articles shall be subject to alteta- 
tion or amendment at any regular meeting of the Associa- 
tion, by a majority of the Association. ;
